Planners,  Report 

By  Eugene  Bales 

“At  an  average  cost  of  $39.- 
39  per  square  foot,  our  com¬ 
pany  is  erecting  at  the  site  of 
Elm  and  Eighth  90,000  tons  of 
concrete,  which,  until  a  name 
is  suggested,  will  be  Building 
Number  199. 

“Twenty-five  per  cent  of  tlie 
offices  will  face  on  despair, 
where  clothes  flap  on  lines  be¬ 
tween  buildings  and  the  aver¬ 
age  liope  costs  50  cents.  Sev¬ 
enty-five  per  cent  of  the  offices 
will  face  other  offices  whose 
workers  wear  suits  whose  av¬ 
erage  cost  is  $86.95,  not  to 
mention  the  pai'k  whose  aver¬ 
age  blade  of  grass  creates  nos¬ 
talgia  for  the  farm  way  of  life 
in  33  and  one-third  of  the  peo¬ 
ple  who  sec  it. 

“Ninety-nine  thousand  tons 
of  steel  will  skeletonize  the 
structure,  whose  architect’.s 
average  vision  is  8.5  on  a  10- 
point  scale. 

“If  stretched  from  end  to 
end,  the  electrical  conduit  us¬ 
ed  in  the  building  would  go  ap¬ 
proximately  1,533.3  miles  de¬ 
pending  on  contraction  or  ex¬ 
pansion  due  to  the  weather. 

“The  10,651  and  one-half  peo¬ 
ple  who  will  work  in  the  build¬ 
ing  have  a  mean  I.  Q.  of  110, 
a  mean  education  of  13.5  years, 
and  an  aveiage  aspiration  of 
2.6  cars  and  2.1  children.
